Indiana was explored in 1670 by Robert Cavalier Sieur Be 
La Salia. The state was first settled in 1732 - 33 1 was made a 
territory oh July 4, 1800 and was admitted into the union as its 
19® state on December 11 , l8l6. 

The present Constitution (the 2nd) dates from 1851. As of 
1964 it had had eighteen amendments. 

The General Assembly consists of a Senate of 5C members 
elected for four (4) years, and a house of Representatives of 
100 members elected for two (2) years. Sessions are held biennially. 

The Governor and Lieutenant Governor are elected for Four 
(4) years* The state is represented in Congress by two (2) senators 
and eleven (ll) representatives. 

Indiana is an East North Central State, bounded on the North 
by Lake Michigan and Michigan; on the East by Ohio; on the South 
by the North bank of the Ohio River, which divideds it from Kentucky; 
and on the West by Illinois. It extends about 260 miles from 
North to South and 150 miles from East to West. It's name means 
"Land of the Indians." 

From the I890 Census through that of 1940 the center of 
population of the United States was located in Indiana, which 
adopted for its motto "The Crossroads of America". In many wayB 
the state is typical of the nation as a whole* with its balance 
between manufacturing and agriculture, but its people, who are 
called Hoosiers (the word is of uncertain origin), gave it a 
distinctive flavor celebrated by such Indiana writers £s Edward, 
Janes 'Whitcomb Riley and Booth Tarkington, 

The st- te capital is Indianapolis. Indiana is divided into 
92 counties and 1,009 townships.

TdWnahips are the largest subdivisions of land run out by 

the United States Surveyors* In the Governmental Surveys iovmship 

Liiries are the first to be run, and a Township Corne is established 

every six (6) miles and marked. This is called Townshipping . After 

the Township^ corners have been carefully located, the section and 

Quarter Section Corners are established, bach Township is (6) six 

miles square and contains 23,040 acres, or 36 square miles, as 
near as it is possible to make them. This however is frequently 

made impossible by (1st) the presence of lakes and large streams ; 

(2nd) by State boundaries not fallig exactly on Tonship lines; (3) 

by the convergence of meridians or Curvature of the earths surface 

- and (4th) by inaccurate surveys. 

bach Township, unless it is one of the exceptional cases 

referred to, is divided into 36 squares, which are called Section 
-s* These Sections are intended to be one mile, or 320 rods,
